Ball  White

as  pictured.  Percentage  of 
doubles  is  not  quite  so  high 
as  our  famous  Lilac  Lavender, 
but  high  enough  to  be  profit¬ 
able.  Also  it  produces  one  to 
two  breaks  from  base  of  flower 

spike - that  is  all - and  they 

are  easily  removed.  Requires 
about  two  weeks  longer  to 
develop  than  the  Lilac  Lav¬ 
ender.

IN  growing  these  stocks  use  a  cool,  well  ventilated  house;  45°  or  even  40°  nights  pro¬ 
duces  fine,  hard  flowers,  though  a  carnation  house  temperature  gets  them  in  earlier  and 
might  be  more  profitable.  Our  earliest  sowing  is  made  August  1  and  planted  August  15. 
In  a  cold  house  this  flowers  in  February,  or  January  in  a  carnation  house.  We  sow  dur¬ 
ing  any  of  the  winter  months  up  to  March  1  .  They,  of  course,  develop  more  rapidly 
during  the  longer  days  of  late  winter  and  spring.  We  plant  in  rows  across  the  bench, 
spacing  them  7  inches  between  rows  and  3  inches  in  the  row.  When  4  or  5  inches  high, 
we  remove  three  or  four  of  the  weakest  plants  from  each  row.  Stocks  enjoy  a  fairly 
light,  clean,  fresh  soil  enriched  with  some  well  decayed  manure,  and  after  nicely  estab¬ 
lished  we  apply  a  light  dressing  of  5-15-5  fertilizer.  For  the  early  planting,  narrow  raised 
beds  are  preferred,  because  in  a  wide  ground  bed  they  sometimes  rot  out  badly  during  the 
dark  days  of  midwinter.  And  be  sure  to  provide  two  sets  of  wire-and-string  supports, 
and — keep  down  aphis,  especially  in  the  start.

It  might  be  of  interest  to  note  that  the  growth  we  get  in  calendula  and  most  small  crops 
is  not  quite  so  sturdy  in  these  high  modern  houses  as  in  our  smaller  low  ones  at  Glen 
Ellyn.  The  plants  seem  too  far  from  the  glass,  which  prevents  the  strong,  close-jointed 
growth  necessary  for  large,  hard  flowers  and  stiff  stems.  But  these  big  houses  are  fine 
for  peas.  We  shall  be  glad  to  have  you  come  out  and  look  them  over  sometime.  They 
are  supplied  with  modern  labor-saving  equipment  that  might  interest  you. 
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When  Calendulas  are  Profitable 


IT  rarely  happens  that  De¬ 
cember  and  especially 
January  fail  to  develop 
some  shortage  in  cut  flowers. 
This  is  the  season  when 
greenhouse  production  is  at 
lowest  ebb.  These  are  the 
logical  months  to  be  in  full 
crop  with  calendula.  And 
nothing  is  easier.  In  our 
latitude  August  1  is  a  safe 
sowing  date  for  that  fine 
December-January  crop.  We 
plant  the  seedlings  indoors 
about  September  1 . 


A  Few  Details 


We  find  it  very  much  bet¬ 
ter  to  make  our  early  sowing 
in  an  outdoor  frame.  Calen¬ 
dula  are  susceptible  to  the 
same  form  of  “yellows”  that 
afflicts  asters.  It  shows  up 
indoors  after  the  plants  are 
well  started  and,  like  asters, 
is  entirely  prevented  by  cov¬ 
ering  the  outdoor  seed  bed 
close  with  cloth.  The  water¬ 
ing  can  be  done  through  the 
cloth.  We  occasionally  re¬ 
ceive  complaints  about  cal¬ 
endula  producing  single 

flowers.  Ball  calendula  produce  perfectly  double  flowers  under  normally 
favorable  conditions.  All  full  petaled  flowers  tend  to  single  out  if  their 
growth  is  in  any  way  interfered  with.  If  grown  too  warm — which  is  often  the

case - or  allowed  to  become  too  dry  on  a  raised  bed,  or  if  their  rank  growth  is  starved,  or 

the  life  drawn  out  by  aphis,  the  check  is  reflected  by  single  flowers.  After  a  heavy  crop 
is  cut  off,  the  growth  becomes  out  of  balance;  for  this  reason  the  stragglers  that  finish 
a  crop  are  usually  single.  With  the  coming  of  summer  conditions,  which  are  highly 
uncomfortable  for  calendula,  the  petals  sometimes  thin  down  to  a  single  row,  resuming 
their  full  to  the  center  doubleness  with  the  coming  of  fall  temperatures.  We  feel  pleased 
in  our  accomplishment  with  calendula  and  we  are  just  as  careful  in  maintaining  our 
well  known  strains  as  we  are  interested  in  developing  improvements.

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Early  Peas  Pay 

IF — grown  successfully.  The  limiting 
factor  usually  is  soil  diseases  that  rot 
away  the  roots  which  are  particularly 
sensitive  to  such  disturbance.  When 
the  growth  seems  lifeless,  the  chances 
are  your  soil  is  very  much  alive  with 
harmful  fungus  and  should  have  been 
changed  or  sterilized  before  planting. 
Early  peas  will  make  a  wonderful 
growth  if  unchecked.  Their  profit 
seems  to  be  largely  in  proportion  to  the 
freshness  of  a  well  drained  soil. 

Some  Other  Points 

For  the  early  planted  winter  crop  a 
light,  fully  exposed  bench  is  necessary; 
the  growth  tends  to  become  thin  and 
weak  during  midwinter  unless  fully 
exposed  to  light  from  all  sides  and 
sun.  Throughout  the  middle  states 
early  peas  are  started  at  any  time  after 
July  1  and  throughout  the  winter 
up  to  March  1.  For  winter  flowering 
they  should  not  be  sown  later  than 
August  1  ;  even  at  this  date  the  growth 
will  not  enter  the  dark  months  as  well 
hardened  as  it  should  be  to  prevent 
bud  drop;  a  month  earlier  makes  considerable  difference  in  this  respect. 
When  sown  in  September  after  asters  we  carry  them  through  November  and 
December  quite  cool.  This  sowing  and  treatment  produce  show  flowers 
later,  and  a  real  Easter  crop;  planting  after  early  mums  will  sometimes  do 
the  same.  A  February  planting  will  produce  freely  during  May  and  June, 
but  not  on  long  stems,  for  the  growth  hasn’t  enjoyed  enough  cool  temperature. 

A  great  deal  of  perfectly  good  fresh  sweet  pea  seed  is  lost  in  sowing.  This 
happens  through  being  attacked  by  rot  in  old  and  sometimes  fresh  soil.  Seed 
of  white-seeded  varieties  are  especially  thin  coated  and  weak  in  resisting  rot. 
The  variety  Aurora,  not  entirely  white-seeded,  is  the  weakest  of  all;  most  of 
the  lavenders  are  rather  soft  coated  too.  If  seed  with  this  weak  character  is 
sown  in  fairly  moist  soil  and  not  watered  until  it  germinates,  usually  very 
little  will  be  lost.  Sometimes  weather  conditions  in  the  seed  fields  are  such 
that  sweet  pea  seed  develops  a  very  hard  outer  coating  and  might  lie  in  the 
ground  a  month  before  moisture  penetrates  to  wake  up  the  germ.  Such 
seed  is  usually  quite  dark  colored  and  if  soaked  48  hours  and  the  outer  coat¬ 
ing  of  the  unswelled  ones  chipped  with  a  knife  or  file  they  will  come  promptly. 
Semesan  or  formaldehyde  dust  used  with  peas  or  any  seed  will  prevent  soil 
rot  and  we  find  is  distinctly  valuable  for  this  purpose.  Our  book  ‘‘Better 
Sweet  Peas’’  furnishes  complete  and  detailed  information  on  the  management 
of  this  crop.
